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FOOD  AND  DRINKS  FOR  THE  SICK. 

General  Remarks. — Always  have  every  thing  you  use  veiy  sweet  and 
clean.  Avoid  giving  an  invalid  any  thing  out  of  a  cup  that  has  been  used 
before;  even  if  it  is  medicine ,  it  will  not  be  so  hard  to  take  it  out  of  a  clean 
cup.  Never  cook  articles  for  the  sick  over  a  smoke  or  blaze,  as  you  will  thus 
impart  a  smoky  taste.  Be  very  careful,  in  putting  in  seasoning,  not  to  put  in 
too  much ,  as  it  is  easy  to  add,  but  not  to  subtract.  When  the  mixture  is  thick 
stir  often  to  prevent  burning. 

If  you  want  any  thing  to  use  through  the  night,  you  should  prepare  it,  if 
possible,  before-liancl ,  as  a  person  that  is  sick  can  sometimes  fall  asleep  with¬ 
out  knowing  jt,  if  the  room  is  kept  perfectly  still. 

SEVERAL  WAYS  OF  PREPARING  CHICKENS  FOR  THE  SICK. 

Chicken  Tea  is  made  by  boiling  any  part  of  the  chicken,  and  using  the 
broth  weak,  with  only  a  little  salt. 

Chicken  Broth  is  made  by  boiling  a  chicken  a  good  deal,  and  skimming  very 
thoroughly  and  seasoning  with  salt.  A  little  rice,  or  pearl  barley,  improves 
it,  or  a  little  parsley  may  be  used  to  flavor  it.

Dropped  Egg. — Salt  some  boiling  water,  and  drop  in  it  a  raw  egg  out  of  the 
shell,  taking  care  not  to  break  the  yolk;  take  it  up  as  soon  as  the  white  is 
hardened.  Dip  some  toast  in  hot  water,  and  put  salt  or  butter  on  to  it,  and 
lay  the  egg  on  the  top. 

Herb  Drinks. — Balm  tea  is  often  much  relished  by  the  sick.  Sage  tea  also 
is  good.  Balm,  sage,  and  sorrel,  mixed  with  sliced" lemon  and  boiling  water 
poured  on,  and  then  sweetened,  is  a  fine  drink. 

Herb  drinks  must  often  be  renewed,  as  they  grow  insipid  by  standing. 

Other  simple  Drinks. — Pour  boiling  water  on  to  tamarinls,  or  mashed  cran¬ 
berries,  or  mashed  whortleberries,  then  pour  off  the  water  and  sweeten  it. 
Add  a  little  wine  if  allowed. 

Toast  bread  very  brown,  and  put  it  in  cold  water,  and  it  is  often  relished. 
Pour  boiling  water  on  to  bread  toasted  very  brown,  and  boil  it  a  minute,  then 
strain  it,  and  add  a  little  cream  and  sugar.  Make  a  tea  of  parched  corn 
.  pounded,  and  add  sugar  and  cream. 

Beef  Tea. — Broil  a  pound  of  tender,  juicy  beef  ten  minutes,  salt  and  pep¬ 
per  it,  cut  it  in  small  pieces,  pour  on  a  pint  of  boiling  water,  steep  it  half  an 
hour,  and  then  pour  it  off  to  drink.  Another  way  is  slower  but  better.  Cut 
tne  beef  in  small  pieces,  fill  a  junk  bottle  with  them,  add  a  little  water,  and 
keep  it  five  hours  in  boiling  water.  Then  pour  out,  and  season  the  juice  thus 
obtained. 

Tomato  Syrup. — Expi'ess  the  juice  of  ripe  tomatoes,  and  put  a  pound  of 
sugar  to  each  quart  of  the  juice,  put  it  in  bottles  and  set  it  aside.  In  a  few 
weeks  it  will  have  the  appearance  and  flavor  of  pure  wine  of  the  best  kind, 
and,  mixed  with  water,  is  a  delightful  beverage  for  the  sick.  No  alcohol  is 
needed  to  preserve  it. 

The  medical  properties  of  the  tomato  are  in  high  repute,  and  it  is  supposed 
that  this  syrup  retains  all  that  is  contained  in  the  fruit.

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BURETS  ASTD  SCALDS. 

Burns  and  Scalds  are  of  such  frequent  occurrence,  that  every  family  should 
know  what  to  do  for  them  immediately.  The  following  have  been  thoroughly 
tested ,  and  rgay  be  relied  upon  as  efficacious :  If  the  Burn  or  Scald  is  not 
very  deep,  or  the  skin  broken,  though  it  may  be  blistered  some,  apply  raw 
cotton ,  spread  out  or  carded,  and  laid  in  considerable  quantity  directly  over 
the  burn.  Bind  it  on  slightly,  and  let  it  remain  some  time.  When  it  is  re¬ 
moved,  the  fire  will  be  found"  to  be  all  drawn  out,  and  it  may  be  dressed  with 
the  Salve  recommended  below.  Simple  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  the  best  ap- 
plication  for  burns  of  this  character,  that  has  ever  been  tried. 

If  the  burn  is  very  severe,  apply  to  it  a  poultice  of  ground  Slippery  Elm 
Baric  and  Milk.  This  poultice  is  made  in  the  same  way  as  a  Bread-and-Milk 
poultice.  Scald  the  Milk ,  and  thicken  it  with  the  ground  Elm  Bark.  When 
it  has  been  spread  thick  on  a  cloth,  cover  it  well  with  Olive  or  Sweet  Oil.  The 
poultice  should  not  be  suffered  to  get  dry,  but  must  be  changed  often.  After 
the  pain  and  inflammation  have  been  removed,  dress  it  with  the  salve  recom¬ 
mended  below. 

Where  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  the  Elm  Bark ,  Potatoes  or  Turnips  scraped 
fine,  make  a  good  application.  Cold  Water  is  also  excellent  to  apply,  is  always 
at  hand,  and  may  be  used  before  any  other  means  cau  be  procured.  Linen  or 
muslin  cloths  may  be  wet  with  it,  applied,  and  often  renewed.  The  relief  is 
oftentimes  immediate,  and  the  part  is  kept  from  blistering. 

Spirits  of  Turpentine ,  mixed  with  Sweet  Oil  (equal  parts  of  each,)  applied 
to  a  burn,  will  soon  remove  the  pain,  where  the  skin  is  unbroken. 

Should  the  blisters  raised  by  a  burn  break,  and  the  skin  drop  off,  dust  the 
raw  surface  thickly  with  Wheat  flour ,  and  allow  it  to  remain.  It  will  soon 
form  a  crust  that  will  effectually  protect  the  burn  from  the  air.  In  a  few 
days  it  can  be  taken  off,  and  the  wound  dressed  with  the  salve  recommended 
below. 

Sometimes  hot  water  or  liquids  are  taken  into  the  mouth  or  swallowed; 
when  this  happens,  let  it  be  gargled  with  Borax  Water  (made  by  dissolving 
one  Ounce  of  pulverized  Borax  in  a  Quart  of  Bain  Water,)  and  a  mucilage 
of  Slippery  Elm ,  be  freely  drank ;  also  give  the  patient  occasionally  a  portion 
of  Olive  Oil. 

When  the  burn  degenerates  into  an  ulcer ,  and  becomes  difficult  to  heal,  in 
consequence  of  proud  flesh ,  spri;  .le  over  it  occasionally  a  little  powdered 
Burnt  Alum ,  and  dress  it  with  Salve ,  or  a  Bread-and-Milk  Poultice ,  the  same 
as  any  common  sore. 

Arroioroot  Custard  for  Invalids. — One  table-spoonful  of  arrowroot,  one  pint 
of  milk,  one  egg,  one  table-spoonful  of  sugar.  Mix  the  arrowroot  with  a  lit¬ 
tle  of  the  cold  milk,  put  the  milk  into  a  saucepan  over  the  fire,  and  when  it 
•boils  stir  in  the  arrowroot  and  the  egg  and  sugar,  well  beaten  together.  Let 
it  scald,  and  pour  into  cups  to  cool.  A  little  cinnamon  boiled  in  the  milk  fla¬ 
vors  it  pleasantly.

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ANTIDOTES  FOR  POISON. 

Cases  of  Poisoning  are  so  sudden  and  so  awful  that  no  time  is  to  be  lost  in 
administering  relief.  Of  course,  we  presume  that  whenever  a  person  has  by- 
mistake  swallowed  poison,  a  physician  will  be  sent  for  immediately.  But  as 
some  time  may  elapse,  especially  in  the  country,  before  he  can  arrive,  we 
have  thouglft  best  to  mention  the  more  common  poisons ,  and  give  some  plain 
directions  for  each,  which  should  be  followed  immediately ,  or  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble  after  the  poison  has  been  swallowed.  They  are  what  your  Physician 
would  do  first,  if  he  were  present;  and  when  he  comes  he  can  direct  the  fur¬ 
ther  treatment. 

1.  Oil  of  Vitriol  or  any  of  the  Mineral  Acids . — Administer  large  doses  of 
calcined  or  pure  Magnesia  (not  the  Carbonate,)  or  copious  draughts  of  warm, 
strong  soap-suds,  or  Pearl-Ash  water. 

2.  Tartar  Emetic. — If  one  has  taken  an  overdose  of  this  article,  first  tickle 
the  throat  with  a  feather,  and  drink  freely  of  lukewarm  water,  to  bring  on  free 
vomiting.  If  vomiting  is  not  quickly  induced,  let  the  patient  drink  largely  of 
a  tea  made  from  Peruvian  Bark,  very  strong,  which  will  decompose  the'poi- 
son.  If  Peruvian  Bark  is  not  at  hand,  strong  decoctions  of  Nut-Galls ,  or 
common  Tea ,  should  be  administered,  until  the  former  can  be  obtained. 

3.  Saltpetre. — This  is  often  taken  by  mistake  for  Glauber  or  Epsom  Salts. 
First  vomit  the  patient  freely  with  Mustard-Seed  Tea,  and  let  him  drink  copi¬ 
ously  of  warm  Flax-Seed  Tea,  or  Slippery  Elm  Tea.  If  the  pain  and  distress 
in  the  stomach  is  very  severe,  give  from  25  to  100  drops  of  Laudanum  every 
half  hour,  until  easier. 

4.  Laudanum. — When  taken  in  too  large  quantity,  it  must  be  withdrawn 
from  the  stomach  by  active  Emetics,  or  by  tickling  the  throat  with  a  feather. 
Three  grains  of  Tartar  Emetic ,  or  twenty-four  grains  of  White  Vitriol;  or  ten 
grains  of  Blue  Vitriol,  or  a  full  dose  of  Ipecac,  are  the  best,  but  if  these  can 
not  be  had,  vomit  with  the  Mustard-Seed  Tea.  The  Stomach  Pump  may  be 
used  to  remove  whatever  remains  of  the  poison.  After  vomiting,  but  not  be¬ 
fore,  let  the  patient  drink  freely  of  Vinegar  and  Water.  Do  not  let  him  lie 
still  a  moment,  but  keep  him  moving  until  the  Physician  arrives.  The  same 
treatment  will  answer  where  Opium  has  be.en  accidentally  swallowed. 

5.  Henbane,  Hemlock,  Belladonna,  Hellebore,  Colchicum,  etc.,  produce  svmp- 
toms  very  similar  to  Laudanum  or  Opium ,  and  requires  the  same  mode  of 
treatment. 

6.  Lunar  Caustic,  or  Nitrate  of  Silver. — Administer  immediately  a  tea¬ 
spoonful  of  common  Table  Salt  (dissolved  in  water,)  and  repeat  this  every 
hour  for  three  or  four  times.  Also  let  the  patient  drink  freely  of  warm  Flax- 
Seed  or  Slippery  Elm  Tea,  to  promote  vomiting. 

7.  Sugar  of  Lead. — It  is  best  to  give  immediately  a  large  dose  of  Epsom  or 
Glauber  Salts ,  or  of  plaster  of  paris,  mixed  with  the  hardest  pump  water  that 
can  be  procured ;  any  of  which  will  decompose  the  poison.  Phosphate  of  Soda 
is  also  an  excellent  antidote.  If  the  patient  do  not  vomit,  give  an  emetic  of 
twenty-four  grains  of  Sulphate  of  Zinc. 

8.  'Oxalic  Acid. — Crystalized  Oxalic  Acid  looks  very  much  like  Epsom 
Salts,  though  the  taste  is  very  different.  This  Acid  tastes  sour,  Epsom  Salts 
taste  bitter.  In  an  overdose  it  is  a  terrific  poison.  The  chief  antidote  is 
Magnesia  (not  calcined,)  or  chalk,  or  the  mortar ,  or  plaster  taken  from  a  wall, 
mixed  thick  in  cold  water,  and  swallowed  copiously.  Any  of  these  will  de¬ 
compose  it.  Solutions  of  Soap  or  Soda,  or  Potash,  must  not  be  given.  After 
giving  any  of  these  antidotes,  twenty-four  grains  of  the  Sulphate  of  Zinc  may 
be  taken. 

9.  Spanish  Flies,  or  Tincture  of  Canfharides. — No  antidote  is  known  for  the 
poison  of  Spanish  Flies.  The  only  method  of  relieving  the  patient  is  to  apply 
the  stomach  pump,  give  copious  draughts  of  Gum  Arabic,  'Slippery  Elm  or 
Linseed  Tea,  or  Starch  and  Water,  and  treat  the  case  as  if  it  was  one  of  in- 
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flammation  of  the  stomach.  03^  Oils  of  every  kind  should  be  carefully 
avoided,  as  they  are  the  best  solvent  of  the  active  principle  of  the  Fly,  and 
consequently  render  it  the  more  injurious. 

10.  Corrosive  Sublimate. — The  best  antidote  to  this  poison  is  the  Whites  of 
Eggs.  Take  the  Whites  of  ten  or  twelve  Eggs,  mix  them  in  a  little  new  Milk , 
and  make  the  patient  swallow  the  whole  at  once,  or  as  much  of  it  as  possible. 
Repeat  this  quantity  every  hour  or  so.  If  this  remedy  excites  fresh  vomit¬ 
ing,  so  much  the  better.  When  Eggs  cannot  be  had,  mix  up  some  Flour  and 
warm  (not  hot)  Water ,  and  make  the  patient  drink  largely  of  it. 

11.  Sulphate  of  Zinc. — This  very  closely  resembles  the  Sulphate  of  Magne¬ 
sia ,  and  has  often  been  mistaken  for  it.  The  best  remedy  is  to  let  the  patient 
drink  very  large  quantities  of  Milk ,  which  will  decompose  the  Sulphate  in  the 
stomach. 

12.  Sulphate  of  Copper. — This  Salt  is  not  likely  to  be  taken  into  the  stom¬ 
ach  in  its  crude  state;  but  whole  families  are  often  poisoned  by  the  careless 
use  of  Copper  vessels  in  cooking.  When  this  occurs,  the  most  effectual  reme¬ 
dy  is  the  Whites  of  Eggs ,  and  copious  draughts  of  warm  Milk  and  Sugar  or 
Molasses. 

13.  Arsenic. — The  only  known  antidote  to  this  deadly  poison  is  the  freshly 
prepared  Hydrated  Peroxide  of  Iron ;  and  this  is  effectual  only  when  taken 
soon  after  the  poison  has  been  swallowed.  But  as  this  cannot  generally  be 
obtained  in  the  country,  one’s  sole  dependence  must  be  on  the  Whites  of  Eggs 
given  with  Milk  or  warm  xoaier  and  sugar ,  taken  in  large  quantities.  These, 
however,  should  be  preceded  by  the  judicious  use  of  Emetics.  Dr.  Chisholm 
considers  the  fresh  juice  of  the  Sugar-Cane,,  as  the  best  antidote. 

All  the  foregoing  Poisons ,  when  kept  in  the  house,  should  be  plainly  la¬ 
beled.

To  get  rid  of  these  tormentors,  take  a  few  hot  coals  on  a  shovel,  or  a  chafing 
dish,  and  bum  upon  them  some  brown  sugar  in  your  bed  rooms  and  parlors, 
and  you  effectually  banish  or  destroy  every  mosquitoe  for  the  night. 

Bleeding  at  the  Nose. — Soak  the  feet  in  warm  water;  put  lint  upon  the  nose, 
wet  with  hot  drops,  and  keep  the  temples  wet  with  cold  water.  Or,  pour  cold 
water  on  the  back  of  the  neck,  and  put  a  ball  of  rag  up  the  nostril,  dipped  in 
equal  parts  of  white  of  egg,  sugar,  and  burnt  alum.  »

Domestic  Yeast. — Persons  who  are  in  the  habit  of  making  their  own  bread 
can  easily  manufacture  their  own  yeast  by  attending  to  the  following  direc¬ 
tions  : —  Boil  one  pound  of  good  flour,  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  brown  sugar, 
and  a  little  salt,  in  two  gallons  of  water,  for  an  hour;  when  milk-warm,  bot¬ 
tle  it,  and  cork  it  close,  and  it  will  be  fit  for  use  in  twenty-four  hours.  One 
pound  of  this  yeast  will  make  eighteen  pounds  of  bread.

As  fast  as  it  dries  put  on  more  lemon- 
juice  and  salt.  When  the  lemon-juice  cannot  be  obtained,  nitric  acid  is  a 
good  substitute.

Isinglass  Jelly. — Isinglass,  h  pound;  water,  1  gallon.  Boil  until  of  sufficient 
consistence;  then  add  milk,  3  pints;  white  sugar  7  ozs. 

To  escape  the  effects  of  Lightning. — 1.  Avoid  standing  under  trees,  to  es¬ 
cape  from  rain  during  a  thunder  storm,  but  boldly  expose  yourself  to  the  wet ; 
it  will  preserve  you  from  the  lightning. 

2.  Avoid  standing  close  to  any  metallic  bodies,  as  lead  pipes,  or  iron  rail¬ 
ings,  etc. 

3.  When  in  doors,  during  a  thunder  storm,  sit  or  stand  as  near  to  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  room  as  convenient :  avoid  standing  at  the  window,  or  sitting  near 
the  wall.

To  cure  Felons. — Put  the  felon  finger  in  hot  tye  of  wood  ashes,  as  hot  as 
can  be  borne,  for  some  time,  and  it  will  remove  the  pain. 

.  In  Hanging  or  Drowning  expose  the  chest  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  throw 
the  coldest  water  you  can  procure  plentifully  over  it,  whilst  the  body  is  kept 
in  a  sitting  position.

To  preserve  Fruit-  Trees  from  Mice  and  Insects. — Apply,  early  in  the  fall, 
around  the  root  a  thick  layer  of  lime  and  ashes.  It  would  be  well  to  sink  the 
earth  around  the  tree  about  six  or  eight  inches ;  throw  in  a  few  shovelfuls  of 
the  lime  and  ashes,  and  then  cover  up  with  earth,  trampling  it  well  down.

Cure  for  Bots. — Give  the  horse  1  ounce  of  slacked  lime  three  times  a  week, 
mixed  with  his  food,  for  two  or  three  weeks. 

Soft  Pomatum. — Suet,  9  pounds;  lard,  10  do.;  beeswax,  8  ounces;  gum 
benzoin,  5  ounces.  Perfume.  { 

To  Set  Colors,  etc. — Beef’s  or  ox’s  gall,  will  set  any  color — silk,  woolen,  oi* 
cotton.  One  large  spoonful  of  this  in  a  gallon  of  warm  water  is  sufficient. 
It  is  likewise  excellent  for  taking  out  spots  from  bombazine,  bombazet,  etc. ; 
after  being  washed  in  this  they  look  about  as  well  as  new.  It  must  be  well 
mixed  with  the  water.  It  is  used  without  soap. 

It  is  good  policy  to  have  a  bottle  of  beef’s  gall  constantly  on  hand.  It  Can 
be  bought  for  a  trifle  at  the  slaughter-house  of  the  butchers. 

When  colors  incline  to  fade,  the  color  can  be  set,  by  washing  them  in  luke¬ 
warm  water,  with  beef’s  gall,  in  the  proportion  of  a  teacupful  to  four  or  five 
gallons  of  water.  Rinse  them  fin  faiivfvater ;  no  soap  is  necessary,  without 
the  clothes  are  very  dirty.  If  so,  wash  them  in  lukewarm  soda,  after  they 
have  been  first  rubbed  out  in  beef’s  gall  water. 

The  beef’s  gall  can  be  kept  several  months,  by  squeezing  it  out  of  the  skin 
in  which  it  is  enclosed,  adding  salt  to  it,  and  bottled  and  corked  tight.  A  lit¬ 
tle  vinegar  in  the  rinsing  water  of  pink,  red,  and  green  calicoes,  will  brighten 
the  colors,  and  keep  them  from  mixing. 

Wash  for  Fruit.  Trees. — You  constantly  recommend  that  fruit  trees  should 
be  done  over  with  lime  as  a  wash.  Nothing  can  be  more  frightful  than  their 
glaring  conspicuous  trunks  on  a  hot  summer’s  day;  and  to  obviate  this  dis- 
sight  I  use  cow-dung,  soot,  or  wood-ashes,  mixed  up  with  urine,  the  drainage 
of  a  dung-mix,  ammoniacal  water  from  the  gas-works,  to  the  consistency  of 
thin  paint.  This  composition  appears  to  me  to  possess  all  the  advantages  of 
the  lime,  and  the  trunks  of  the  tree  appear  lessened,  and  altogether  much 
more  pleasing  to  the  eye. — Farmers'  Journal.

Muffins. — A  quart  of  milk,  two  eggs,  two  spoonsful  of  yeast,  two  pounds  of  l 
flour,  a  lump  of  butter  size  of  an  egg,  which  is  to  be  melted  in  the  milk,  and 
a  little  salt;  the  milk  is  to  be  warmed  and  the  ingredients  added.

— Pass  them  through  a  warm  liquor  of  bullock’s  gall 
and  water;  rinse  in  cold  water;  then  take  a  small  piece  of  glue,  pour  boiling 
water  on  it,  and  pass  the  veil  through  it;  clap  it,  and  frame  to  dry.

Beans  loith  Corn. — We  are  decidedly  averse  to  mixed  husbandry,  as  a  gen-  j 
eral  tiling,  but  a  few  beans,  dropped  by  the  side  of  a  hill  of  corn  —  not  in  it ,  | 

^re,  we  think,  no  injury  to  the  standard  crop. 

If  you  desire  large,  smooth,  well  developed  potatoes,  plant  only  such  as 
possess  the  specific  qualities  you  prefer  to  propagate  —  and  plant  them  whole. 
True,  even  excellent  specimens  may  sometimes  be  obtained  from  “  cuttings,” 
but  this  is  an  exception  to  nature’s  rule. 

Watery  Potatoes. — We  every  day  hear  complaints  about  watery  potatoes. 

Put  into  the  pot  a  piece  of  lime  as  large  as  a  hen’s  egg;  and  how  watery  so¬ 
ever  the  potatoes  may  have  been,  when  the  water  is  poured  off  the  potatoes 
will  be  perfectly  dry  and  mealy. 

Tooth  Poioder. — Two  ounces  of  Peruvian  bark,  two  ounces  of  myrrh,  one 
ounce  of  chalk,  one  ounce  of  Armenia  hole,  and  one  of  orris-root. 

The  above  articles  should  be  finely  pulverized,  and  then  run  through  a  very 
fine  crape  sieve.

To  Preserve  Butter  for  Winter  Use. — Take  two  parts  of  the  best  fine  salt, 
one  part  finely  ground  loaf  sugar,  and  one  of  saltpetre.  Pulverize  and  mix 
them  well  together.  To  each  pound  of  butter  worked  perfectly  free  from 
milk,  put  one  ounce  of  this  composition ;  work  it  well  into  it,  and  pack  it 
down  in  stone  pots,  or  wooden  firkins.  Butter  packed  in  this  way  will  be 
found  equal  to  the  best  rose  butter,  and  will  remain  sweet  for  years,  if  not 
exposed  to  the  air. 

If  wooden  firkins  are  used,  they  should  be  well  soaked  in  brine,  previous  to 
the  butter  being  packed  in  them.

Candles . — Candles  will  burn  much  clearer,  and  tallow  will  not  “run,”  if 
you  steep  the  wicks  in  limewater  and  saltpetre,  and  dry  them,  previous  to 
dipping.

Sure  Death  to  Fleas. — Cocculus  Indicus,  one  ounce;  Turpentine,  one  pint. 

Washing  Silk  Goods ,  <fc. — 1.  Silk  goods  should  have  the  spots  extracted 
before  being  washed.  Use  hard  soap  for  all  colors  but  yellow,  for  which  soft 
soap  is  best.  Put  the  soap  into  hot  water,  beat  it  until  perfectly  dissolved, 
and  then  add  sufficient  of  cold  water  to  make  it  lukewarm.  Put  in  the  silks, 
and  rub  them  in  it  till  clean ;  take  them  out  without  wringing;  and  rinse  them 
in  fair  lukewarm  water.  Rinse  them  in  another  water,  and  for  bright  yellow, 
crimson  and  maroons,  add  sulphuric  acid  enough  to  the  water  to  give  it  an 
acid  taste  before  rinsing  the  garment  in  it. 

2.  To  restore  the  colors  of  different  shades  of  pink,  put  in  the  second  rins¬ 
ing  water,  a  little  vinegar  or  lemon  juice  ;  for  scarlet  use  a  solution  of  tin ;  for 
blues , purples,  and  their  shades,  use  pearlash ;  and  for  olive  greens  dissolve  ver¬ 
digris  in  the  rinsing  water ;  fawns  and  browns  should  be  rinsed  in  the  pure 
water. 

3.  Colored  pantaloons  look  very  well  washed  with  beef’s  gall  and  fair 
warm  water,  and  pressed  on  the  wrong  side  while  damp. 

Butter  is  improved  by  working  the  second  time  after  the  lapse  of  twenty- 
four  hours,  when  the  salt  is  dissolved  and  the  watery  particles  can  be  entirely 
removed. 

Sore  Throat. — Take  twenty  drops  of  spirits  of  turpentine  on  loaf  sugar 
every  night  till  cured.  Black  currant  jelly  hastens  the  cure.

Water-Proof  Blacicing  and  Harness  Polish. — Take  two  and  a  half  ounces 
gum  shellac  and  half  a  pint  of  alcohol,  and  set  in  a  warm  place  until  dissolved; 
then  add  two  and  a  half  ounces  Venice  turpentine,  to  neutralize  the  alcohol; 
add  a  tablespoonful  of  lampblack.  Apply  with  a  fine  sponge.  It  will  give  a 
good  polish  over  oil  or  -grease. 

Husk  Beds. — Select  the  inner  husks,  throwing  aside  the  outside  husks.  Clip 
the  points,  or  the  blackened  tips  merely.  Do  not  split  or  lacerate  the  husks, 
but  put  them  in  the  tick  whole,  not  even  clipping  the  buts.  In  this  way  they 
are  much  more  durable.  Once  in  about  two  years  separate  all  the  fine  husks, 
oieces,  and  dust,  and  replenish  with  new  husks  sufficient.

To  Preserve  Apples,  Pears ,  etc. — Take  apples  or  pears,  and  peel  them,  then 
cut  them  into  eighths,  observing  to  extract  the  core;  dry  in  a  kiln  or  oven 
until  quite  hard.  For  use,  wash  the  fruit  in  wmter,  then  pour  boiling  winter 
on  it,  let  it  stand  for  a  few  minutes  and  use  it  as  fresh  fruit.  The  water  forms 
an  excellent  substitute  for  fresh  juice. 

Whooping  Cough. — Twenty  grains  of  salt  of  tartar,  and  ten  grains  of  co¬ 
chineal,  with  an  ounce  of  refined  sugar,  dissolved  in  water.  Dose  —  for  a 
child  four  or  five  years  of  age,  a  teaspoonful  three  times  a  day,  and  a  little 
every  time  the  cough  is  troublesome.

Again  select'hhe  largest,  aiM  the  next  year  the  pod  will  by  this  time 
have  tribled  its  size  and  weight.  Ever  afterwards  sow  the  largest  seed.  By 
these  means  you  will  get  peas,  or  any  thing  else  that  you  plant,  of  a  bulk  of 
which  we  at  present  have  no  conception. 

To  taJce  out  Pitch,  Tar,  Rosin ,  Paint,  etc. — Pour  a  little  alcohol  on  the  place, 
and  let  it  soak  in  about  half  an  hour.  Then  rub  it  gently,  and  you  will  find 
the  alcohol  has  soaked  out  the  glutinous  quality,  so  that  it  will  easily  crum¬ 
ble  out. 

To  extreect  Paint  from  Cotton,  SilJc,  and  Woolen  Goods. — Saturate  the  spots 
with  spirits  of  turpentine,  and  let  it  remain  several  hours;  then  rub  it  be¬ 
tween  the  hands.  It  will  crumble  away  without  injuring  either  the  color  or 
the  texture  of  the  article.

Row  to  foretell  the  Weather. — We  have  seen  many  people  who  could  always 
answer  truly,  “  what  will  be  the  weather  to-morrow,”  yet  there  are  signs  that 
are  useful  to  sailors  and  farmers,  and  pretty  correct  prognostics  are  formed 
by  attentive  observers.  Even  -the  unbelievers  of  old  were  declared  to  be 
judges  of  the  coming  weather,  though  stupid  in  regard  to  spiritual  signs. 

A  few  general  rules  will  be  named  for  young  haymakers.  When  the  wind 
is  south,  or  east  of  south,  look  out  for  bad  hay  weather;  it  will  rain  in  twelve 
hours,  even  though  there  was  a  drought.  When  the  sun  sets  in  a  cloud,  don’t 
leave  much  hay  in  winrows.  When  the  sun  rises  clear  and  soon  passes  be¬ 
hind  a  cloud,  look  out  for  foul  weather.  When  a  storm  clears  off'  in  the  night 
time,  it  will  rain  again  soon.  A  circle  around  the  moon  indicates  foul  weather. 

For  all  parts  of  Massachusetts,  a  southwesterly  wind  gives  the  best  promise 
of  a  steady  hayweather.  A  west  wind  is  more  uncertain ;  a  north-west  is  still 
worse;  and  a  north-east  or  east  wind  is  that  which  gives  you  clouds  and  small 
showers  for  two  or  three  weeks  together;  not  bringing  a  sudden  shower  but  a 
course  of  alternate  dripping  and  dry  clouds.  Note. — All  signs  of  rain  fail  in 
very  dry  weather. — Mass.  Ploughman. 

Row  to  do  up  Shirt  Bosoms. — Take  two  ounces  of  fine  white  gum  arabic 
powder  —  put  it  in  a  pitcher,  and  pour  on  a  pint  or  more  of  boiling  water, 
according  to  the  degree  of  strength  you  desire  —  and  then  having  covered  it 
let  it  stand  all  night  —  in  the  morning,  pour  it  carefully  from  the  dregs  into  a 
clean  bottle,  cork  it  and  keep  it  for  use.  A  table  spoonful  of  gum  water 
stirred  in  a  pint  of  starch,  made  in  the  usual  manner,  will  give  to  lawn,  either 
white  or  printed,  a  look  of  newness,  when  nothing  else  can  restore  them  after 
they  have  been  washed. 

Brunswick  Black  for  Grates. — Asphaltum,  5  pounds;  melt,  and  add  boiled 
oil,  2  pounds ;  spirits  of  turpentine,  1  gallon.  Mix. 

Whitewashing. — There  is  nothing  which  so  much  improves  the  appearance 
of  a  house  and  the  premises,  as  whitewashing  the  tenements  and  fences. 

Take  half  a  bushel  of  unslacked  lime,  and  slack  it  with  boiling  water,  cover 
it  during  the  process.  Strain  it  and  add  a  peck  of  salt  dissolved  in  v'arm 
water,  three  pounds  of  ground  rice  boiled  to  a  thin  paste  put  in  boiling  hot, 
half  a  pound  of  Spanish  whiting,  and  a  pound  of  clear  glue  dissolved  in 
warm  water.  Mix  and  let  it  stand  several  days.  Keep  it  in  a  kettle,  and  put 
on  as  hot  as  possible  with  a  brash. 

Note. — This  is  the  receipt  used  for  the  President’s  house  at  Washington, 
improved  by  farther  experiments.  It  is  said  to  look  as  well  and  last  as  long 
as  oil  paint,*  on  wood,  brick  or  stone. 

Excellent  Cheap  Whitewash. — Slack  the  lime  as  usual,  except  that  the  water 
used  should  be  hot,  and  nearly  saturated  with  salt;  then  stir  in  four  hands- 
ful  of  fine  sand,  to  make  it  thick  like  cream.  Coloring  matter  can  be  added 
to  both,  making  a  light  stone  color,  a  cream  color,  or  a  light  buff.

To  destroy  Insects  in  Vines. — Soft  soap,  2  pounds;  flour  of  sulphur,  2  pounds; 
powdered  tobacco,  2  pounds;  boil  for  half  an  hour  in  water,  6  gallons.  Ap¬ 
ply  lukewarm. 

Sting  of  the  Bee. — Common  whiting  proves  an  effectual  remedy  against  the 
effects  of  the  sting  of  a  bee  or  wasp.  The  whiting  is  to  be  moistened  with 
cold  water,  and  applied  immediately.  It  may  be  washed  off  in  a  few  min¬ 
utes,  when  neither  pain  nor  swelling  will  ensue,

In  this  disease  there  is  no  swelling  of  the  part  or-  sign  of  inflammation,  but 
a  darting,  throbbing  pain,  and  acute  soreness  or  sensibility.

Composition  to  Heal  Wounds  in  Trees  — Chalk,  4  parts ;  tar,  2  parts ;  brick- 
dust,  1  part.  Melt,  and  apply  warm. 

Rouge. — Half  a  pound  of  levigated  French  chalk,  mixed  with  two  ounces 
of  carmine,  is  a  common  preparation. 

Common  Salt  put  into  water  where  domestic  calicoes  are  washed,  will  pre¬ 
vent  the  colors  fading.  So  says  a  dry-goods  merchant,  and  desires  us  to  give 
the  fact  publicity.
